with the witnesses, Oscar Shaftel, 
Joseph Bressler, • Richard H. Aus- 
tin and Hyman Gold. 


They were the first witnesses 


called in a renewed inquiry by the 
Senate internal security subcom- 
mittee into what Chairman Jen- 
ner (R-Ind) termed evidence that 
hundreds of teachers in the United 
States belong to a Communist "se- 
cret underground operation." 


Shaftel is a Queens College, N. 


Y., English professor; Bressler an 
assistant' professor of health and 
physical «ducation at Brooklyn Col- 
lege, N. Y., and Gold and Austin 
said they were employed in the 
registrar's office of City College, 
N. Y. 


The schools are part of the New 


York municipal education system. 


Recognized As Valid 


Chairman Jenner (R-Ind) told 


ihaftel the subcommittee recog- 
nized his statement about possible 
^elf-incrimination as a valid rea- 
son for refusing to answer but did 
not accept the other constitutional 


uarantees he invoked. 
Shaftel protested in vain against 


Jenner's refusal to allow him to 
ead a two-page prepared state- 
ment. And Shaftel said he regard- 
ed the question about communist 
membership as an invasion of his 
ights as a citizen and as doing 
•great harm" to the cause of aca- 
lemic freedom. 
"I must protest this line of at- 


ack," he said. 


Shaftel was the first witness as 


he subcommittee resumed an in- 
uiry begun last fall with public 
icarings in New York City into 
'organized subversion" in the na- 
ion's schools and colleges.

dates have circulated, and filed 
with the township clerk, petition 
that will enable them to have their 
names placed on the ballot. 


In effect, unless two more peopl 


take it upon themselves to cam 
paign for office by the Feb. 16 
filing deadline, Dixon township wil 
be temporarily understaffed. 


Seven Assistants 


There are four openings for as 


sistant 
supervisors 
from 
Dixon 


township, who meet with the coun 
ty board of supervisors monthly 
Dixon township has a total of sev 
en assistants. 


According to Township Clerk 


Wickey, assistant supervisors are 
paid $7.50 for each time they meet 
with the county board or at board 
committee meetings. 


Dixon is the only township in the 


county to have assistant 
super- 


visors in that it represents more 
than half of the entire county popu- 
lation. Wickey said. 


In that Dixon has one supervisor 


and seven assistants, there is more 
opportunity for. the township to 
maintain an equal balance of pow- 
er in relation to less populated 
townships. 


According to Wickey, the job of 


assistant supervisor is of great im- 
portance in county politics. Each 
assistant represents a vote on the 
county board of supervisors. 


Eight of 29 


With the supervisor, Dixon town- 


ship's total representation on the 
county board is eight votes, or 
eight out of a total of 29 board 
votes. 


Four men have filed petitions for 


assistant supervisor to fill the cur- 
rent four openings. Unless more 
citizens get to work, there will be 
no contest for those offices. The 
jobs virtually become a "gift." 
The candidates ,are, in 
effect, 


guaranteed the election. 


To date, J. W. Curran, J. Clark 


Hess, William G. Ford and Harry 
Hobbs, have filed petitions as can- 
didates for the job of assistant 
supervisor! 


A similar situation now exists in 


the justice of the peace vacancies. 
There are five men to be elected. 
But there are but four candidates. 


Unless someone gets ovit a pe'ti- 


tion. or a citizen wins the election 
for justice of the peace on a write- 
in vote, the township will lack a 
service to which it is entitled.

"I assume the Romanians put 


Stern's name in the indictment be- 
cause he was so well known in oil 
circles there before the war," the 
spokesman commented. 


The indictment also named R. P. 


Bolton, identifying him as "direc- 
tor of Standard Oil branch of Eu- 
rope and the Near East, former 
director of the Romano-Americana 
Co. and member of the American 
Military Mission 
in 
Romania." 


Bolton, it said, was sent to Roman- 
a to "organize espionage for the 
benefit of American imperialists." 


Bolton, now a Standard Oil re- 


presentative in Rome, termed the 
charges 
against him "just the 


usual Communist charges — not a 
.vord of truth in them."

Kline and 24 other leaders in the 
federation laid before the Presi- 
dent the policies which had been 
endorsed by the federation. 


Klin* told n-porters: "We had 


a 'good 
conversation 
and there 


was good agreement on the points 
made. He didn't say specifically 
he agreed with all our points but 
we certainly had a very pleasant 
conversation." 


Kline said that Elsenhower was 


"very much concerned" over the 
drop in farm prices. Then he add- 
ed the President had noted with 
humor "there is a lot of laik blam- 
ing my administration for the cur- 
rent situation." 


Kline went on to say: "We gave 


the President a warning against 
the price fixing approach to the 
farm situation, 
A lot of people 


think that price "fixing is the an- 
swer to the farmer's problems.

George Washington, the, 
Teen-Ager? Made His Rules 


By HAL BOVLK 


NEW YORK (fff— George Wash- 


ington, now known as the father 
of his country, once was a teen- 
age boy himself. 


And like the teen-ager of today, 


he found himself beset by many 
problems of conduct. It was as 
tough to bridge the gap between 
boyhood and manhood then as it 
is now—perhaps even more so. 


• What did young George do about 
it? He decided to improve himself 
by drawing up his own code of be- 
havior. 


At the age of 16 he had left his 


widowed mother to live with his 
half-brother at Mount Vemon. The 
young boy felt ill-at-ease in the 
sparkling Virginia society. 


Wrote 110 Kulcs 


So he took a goose quill pen and 


wrote in his copybook his now' 


famous 110 "rules of civility and 
decent behavior in company and 
conversation." Written in shaky 
grammar and spelling, some rules 
were copied from an English eti- 
quette book. Some the young Wash- 
ington made up himself. 


But by following them the earn- 


est youth btcame one of the most 
courtly men of his time. His copy- 
book maxims have been recently 
reprinted in a small beautiful vol- 
ume by Lewis G laser of New 
Haven, Conn. 


•Some are quaint and old-fashion- 


ed now. Others will always re- 
main cornerstones in civilized so- 
ciety. 


Tcen-Age Tips 


Here are a few of the youthful 


George's teen-age tips to himself: 


"Every action done in company 


ought to be «ome sign of respect 
to those that are present. 


"In the presence of others sing 


not to yourself with a, humming 
noise, nor drum with your fingers 
or feet. 


"Sleep not when others speak. Sit 


not when others stand. Speak not 
when you should hold your peace. 
Walk not when others stop. 


"Put not off your clothes in the 


presence of others, nor go out your 
chamber half drest. (Parents of 
teen-agers today would like to have 
this one carved in brass.)

Ag Courses of 
Keen Interest 
To Illinoisans 


URBANA—Illinois farmers 
are 


keenly interested in studying up-to- 
date farming practices, according 
to a -recent survey reported at a 
Farm and Home Week program. 
Thursday at the University of Illi- 
nois. 


H. M. Hamlin, professor of agri- 


cultural education, reported that 
in the past two years interviews 
had been held with a statistically 
adequate sample representing 2,500 
farmers in eight Illinois commu- 
nities scattered over the state. 


About three-fourths of the farm- 


ers indicated' that they would at- 
tend agriculture classes if local 
courses were offered in the sub- 
jects in which they showed an in- 
terest.

that this comparison was made for 
fields that received 66 pounds of 
nitrogen per acre and 'had a .corn 
population of about 12,000 plants 
an acre.

• deadline set by the federal communications commission. 


So far, less than two dozen applications for educational 


stations have been filed. The commission has granted 14 of

in Dempsey-Firpo Fight.

Eugene Garey, a New York lawyer formerly active in Democratic 


politics, who owned 50 per cent of the old Madison Square Garden 
and its fight club at the time of the Dempsey-Firpo shakedown, 
says ex-magistrate Frank McQuade is wrong in his account of the 
return of a large bundle, of money paid to Bill McCormack. the fabu 
lous Mr. Big of the New York waterfront. 


Of the surviving trio who were parties to this deal, Mr. Garey 


has the best reputation. McQuade was a politician of the Tammany 
stripe. 
McCormack is noted for his physical 


strength and meanness. He has a wide acquain- 
tance but few if any friends. It is not easy to say 
whether those who seem to be his friends really 
like him or just fear him. 


A story was planted in a New York paper last 


year giving McCormack a great send-off as a lay 
dignitary of his church and a fine, upright citizen 
after he had been unmasked as Mr. Big in these 
dispatches. But this was sheer publicity and abso- 
lutely contrary to McCormack's real character. 
That character has been proven in part by the 
tVMtumok r«i«t 


testimony in the crime commission's investigation of dirty work along 
the docks and in the Longshoremen's and Teamsters' local unions 
there concerned. 


In any clash of statements between Eugene Garey and Frank Mc- 


Quade or between Garey and McCormack you are advised to believe 
Gary. As 
to McQuade and McCormack in the story of the shake- 


down you must give McQuade an edge not because he is any more 
decent but because collateral evidence supports McQuade. McCor- 
mack 'testified under oath that he never shook down Tex Rickard for 
any money and, consequently, never was ordered by the late Gov. 
Al Smith to give it back, and never gave it back. 


McQuade testified that he called up McCormack after the Demp- 


sey-Firpo fight of 1923, and gave him two hours to deliver 581,500 to 
him in his magisterial chambers and that McCormack did come in 
with the money before that deadline. 


This is Gene Carey's version: 
Gene was a young lawyer fresh from Chicago, breaking into New 


York and not yet admitted to the New York bar. He bought from Tex 
Rickard and John Ringling. the circus man, 50 per cent of the old 
Garden and the variegated sports and spectacles therein presented. 
Rickard and Ringling were partners. After this deal, they were junior 
partners each with 25 per cent. 


The Dempsey-Firpo fight of 1923 


was an outdoor show and Tex 
made a deal with Charlie Stone- 
ham, the old bucketshop operator, 
and McQuade, owners of the New 
York 
Giants 
and 
the 
Polo 


Grounds, to rent the PG for that 
night. The rent was $330,000. 


"A few days before the fight 


when we were deeply committed, 
Stoneham told Tex there would be 
no license unless McCormack got 
$87,000," Garey said. 


Here I must pause to say that 


Rickard and Al Smith both- told 
me that the shake was $80.000. and 
McQuade, in his sworn statement 
and testimony presented to the 
crime commission, said it was 
$81,500. 
Carey's version is the 


first mention of $87,000. 


McCormack was chairman of 


the license committee of the prize- 
fight commission. 
He had been 


put into the job by Al Smith for 
the very purpose of keeping down 
corruption and protecting Smith's 
administration from scandal. He 
and Smith had been friends and 
business partners in the relation 
of patron and protege. 
Smith 


trusted him absolutely. Smith told 
me he never spoke to McCormack 
after the expose. 


Continuing, Mr. Garey said: 
"So Rickard paid the $87,000 *to 


Stoneham out of current receipts 
from the sale of ticket. Stoneham 
handed it to Billy McCormack. 
Now we move along to 1924, when 
we donated Madison Square Gar- 
den to the Democratic national 
committee for the long convention 
fight between Al Smith and Mc- 
Adoo." 


"Why," I asked, "Did you do- 


nate the use of the Garden? Why 
did you give it to them?" 


"Oh," Gene said, "just because 


we were a bunch of Democrats 
and Tex had been in trouble with 
those girls." 


Rickard had been indicted and 


tried on a charge of impairing 
the morals of a couple of little 
girls. 
He said 
he had 
been 


framed. 
He was acquitted but 


the smear never was entirely 
wiped away. I attended the trial 
and I was convinced that Tex was 
innocent. 


Mr. Garey said Tex took the 


initiative and made the offer to 
the national committee without 
consulting him. 


"If you knew Tex." he said, 


"you know he would do it without 


consulting 
any 
others. 
Well, 


Smith was running his campaign 
for the nomination up in the Gar- 
den office and there was always 
a bunch around there and one day 
Al made some nasty crack about 
Tex and these girls. He was in 
Al's black book for it. 
There 


were eight to 12 present but I just 
can't remember any of the others 
now. 


"Someone said Tex was not such 


a bad fellow and told Al Tex had 
given the Garden for the conven- 
tion. There was some more gen- 
eral gab and someone said Tex 
was a dam decent fellow to do this 
after the dirty deal he got from 
Billy McCormack and Smith got 
excited and wanted to know whal 
dirty deal. They told him and he 
said—to someone, I don't know 
just 
who—'Get him over here 


right now.' 


"McCormack was there within 


half an hour. He was around the 
Garden somewhere anyhow. This 
was sometime in the afternoon. 
And Smith said to McCormack, 
'You get that money and give II 
back to Tex or I will have you in 
jail by night!'" 


"How 
did 
McCormack 
take 


that?" I asked. 


"Like a whipped puppy," Mr. 


Garey said. 


"In just a short while, McCor- 


mack came back with the money 
He must have gotten it out of a 
safe-deposit box. 
He was in a 


cab and he kept the cab waiting 
outside the Garden. 
He couldn'l 


find Tex so he drove up to the 
Giants' 
office 
and 
Stoneham 


wasn't there so he gave the $87,- 
000 to McQuade. 
I heard the 


money had gone to McQuade but 
1 wasn't admitted to the New 
York bar then so I hired Leo Op- 
penheimer- he was a prominent 
lawyer, and we phoned McQuade 
at the Giants' office to get the 
money back. 
McQuade said 'I 


will meet you in the district attor- 
ney's office tomorrow morning.' 
I was young and new in New York 
so J quit. This call was from two 
to five days after Smith ordered 
McCormack to give the money 
back to Tex. I wondered why it 
didn't come back so I phone Mc- 
Quade. 
It wasn't the Giants 


money. It didn't belong to Stone 
ham or McQuade. It belonged to 
the Garden. It belonged to us."

The right name for the seven- 


vear itch is .scabies, which is de- 
rived from the tiny insect which 
causes it—sarcoptcs scsbiei, How 
the name, "seven-year itch" came 
o be used is unknown to me, but 
t« is probably because the condi- 
tion goes on for so long if it isn't 
treated. 


Anyway, this little insect bur- 


row* into the akin and there 


causes terrific irritation and itch- 
ing. Furthermore, the itch brings 
violent scratching,^ and this com- 
bined with unwise self-treatment 
produces further skin irritation. 


The cause of scabies being an 


insect, the condition is spread 
from one person to another. Thus, 
it is not surprising that it -flour- 
ishes best when p e o p l e are 
crowded together in barracks, dor- 
mitories or lodging, houses. It is 
also more common' in the winter, 
quite likely .because baths are few- 
er in cooler weather. 


The fact that scabies is spread 


from person to'person makes pre- 
vention 
particularly 
important. 


Avoidance of overcrowding is one 
method; frequent bathing is also 
helpful. 
Special care has to be 


used a b o u t clothing, bedding, 
towels and the like in any house- 
hold 
or 
group 
where scabies 


break* out.

By means of one 
or more of these preparations sca- 
bies can almost always be cured— 
and by the use of hygienic methods 
"t can be prevented from spreading.

ondary infections of the skin from 
scratching or from tht chemical!

Plan Air Drops 
To Guerrillas 


, TAIPEH. Formosa Iff)— A Na- 
tionalist Chinese general today re- 
ported plans for airdrops every two 
weeks to supply guerrilla forces in 
the mountains of the Chinese main- 
land. 


The general, attached to Presi- 


dent Chiang Kai-shek's headquar- 
ters, said Formosa-based National- 
ist Air Force B-l7s made seven air- 
drops to guerrilla units in the heart 
of Red China in 1952. 


He reported ammunition, ma- 


chine guns, other light weapons 
and even instructors were dropped. 


The general said the first of the 


3,000 mile flight was made last 
March and the latest on Oct. 8. 


He asserted the national govern- 


ment maintains contact with 630,- 
000 to 650,000 guerrillas and is in 
daily radio contact with 20 per cent 
of these.' 


The general reported that in 1952 


guerrillas fought 609 engagements 
on "the mainland, inflicting 220,000 
Red casualties. He did not report 
guerrilla losses. 


Immense importance is attached 


to increasing the capabilities of the 
guerrilla forces. Their cooperation 
would be vital to the success of 
any commando-type raids and of 
any ultimate attempt to invade the 
mainland.

months of secret inquiry. 


He said it included a faked photo- 


graph of a purported letter from 
one oil company executive to an- 
other telling of the supposed $50,- 
000 donation to Nixon, and another 
document transmitting these pa- 
pers to a New York public rela- 
tions man.

copies of the material over to the 
New York Post a few days before 
the Nov. 4 election but that the 
Post did not publish it.

Van Fleet Thinks 
Offensive 


Now Could Bring End to War

SEOUL, (ft— Gen. James A. Van 


Fleet said today a United Nations 
general offensive in Korea now 
would be a certain success. 


On the eve of his farewell to the 


Eighth Army, the 60-year-old re- 
tiring commander again expressed 
belief in carrying the war to the 
Reds, said the U.S. lost opportu- 
nities for whipping the Commu- 
nists, and called for a million-man 
Republic of Korea Army with 20 
combat divisions. 


Van Fleet made the 'statements 


in answering nine questions asked 
by The Associated Press as he pre- 
pared to turn over his command 
Wednesday to Lt. Gen. Maxwell D. 
Taylor. 


"Certainly," He Sayh 


To the question "Do you think a 


general oiiensive in Korea can be 
successful at this time?" Van Fleet 
replied with only one word: 


-Certainly." 
In other answers he said the 


Allies lost two chances (or victory 
in Korea, disclosed his own most 
heart-shaking decisions as com- 
manding geneial, and included a 
glowing tribute to the "anti-Com- 
munist patriotism and loyalty" of 
the ROK soldiers, whom he trans- 
formed from disorganized, fright- 
ened bands into 14 hard-hitting 
modern divisions. 


Authoritative sources say that 


for more than a year Van Fleet 
has not been able to launch a 
single battalion attack without con- 
sent from the Far Bast Command 
In Tokyo—and that Van Fleet him- 
self was heart-sick when U. N. 
end U.S. decisions twice held him 
back from closing with the Reds' 
for decisive battles in 1951. 


Hopes for Attack 


Failing permission for an all-out 


fight, Van Fleet was left for nearly 
20 months of his 22-month com- 
mand with only the hope that the 
Communists themselves would ven- 
ture to attack once again and ex- 
pose themselves to an end-the-war 
defeat.

Eighth Army from coast to coast 
with ruthless armored thrusts up 
the natural invasion corridors into 
North Korea, or wherever the Reds 
weakened and collapsed. 


Offensive Minded 


Van Fleet was offensive minded. 


He told friends, his soldiers, and 
the war correspondents who follow- 
ed him, "You've got to clobber 
those people" as he always called 
the Reds. 


"The only thing they understand 


is force." . . . "When you've got a 
man groggy on the ropes is the 
time to finish him off." . . . and— 
"The only good Communist is a 
dead Communist."

Eighth Army on April 14. 1951, on 
the eve of the last great Commu- 
nist offensive, he instantly quashed 
nervous plans of some lower com 
manders to make quick withdraw- 
als. 
He gave hard-boiled orders 


that Allied troops might fall back 
slowly to preserve their line .but 
would be expected to fight to the 
utmost for every defendable hill 
position. 


The Reds reached the Seoul city 


gates—and died there. 


The implications of answer No. 2 


are that hfgher 6"rders held him 
back from major counterpunching 
when the Reds stalled at Seoul. 


While Van Fleet chafed, the Reds 


pulled themselves together in slow 
retreat and on June 23, Russia's 
Jakob Malik brought the war to a 
temporary stop with his proposa 
for an armistice. 


Shows Technique 


Van Fleet actually demonstrated 


his probable offensive technique in 
the three-stage limited offensive 
that put pressure'on the Reds from 
August through September, 1951. 


The first was the "Battle of the 


Hill" in Eastern Korea, where the 
ROK Army with heavy American 
support advanced on a wide front 
and won the line they now hold. 


In the second and biggest, the 


British and Americans in the West 
—again attacking on a wide front 
that presented Red concentrations 
—smashed through deep Commu- 
nist defenses and into the open for 
the last time in the Korea War . 


In.the final stage, the Reds were 


so strained by the two big battles 
on both flanks that much weaker 
American and ROK forces on the 
East-Central Front moved forward 
almost without resistance and oc- 
cupied the present line that runs 
just below Kumsong. 


Stalled By Truce 


At this point it is believed that 


Van Fleet was all set to swing 
the whole Eighth Army crashing 
into a coast-to-coast drive — only 
to be shackled by the virtual cease' 
fire order of Nov. 28, 1951, that 
froze the front for 30 days. 


While truce talk droned on, the 


Reds dug in once more, the front 
crystallized, and no one in policy- 
making authority wanted to risk a 
blood bath to get Van Fleet's army 
moving again.
